The  report  on  Home  and  State  Missions  for  last  year  was  very  en- 
couraging. Almost  all  parts  of  the  mission  field  show  great  develop- 
ment of  the  mission  work.  Perphaps  eastern  and  western  Carolina 
stand  in  greater  need  of  mission  work  than  any  other  sections  of  the 
whole  mission  field.  There  were  thirty-five  missionaries  in  eastern 
Carolina  last  year,  and  eighteen  were  doing  mission  work  among  the 
factory  people.  In  western  Carolina  there  weie  eleven,  making  a  total 
of  64.  Cuba  is  in  great  need  of  renewed  force.  The  mission  work 
has  steadily  grown  until  its  influence  has  been  greatly  felt  over  the 
whole  mission  field.  Still  there  are  greater  demands,  more  ci  Us  for 
men  and  money  than  ever  before.  May  the  Lord  help  us  to  enter  into 
this  great  work  with  all  of  our  energies.

As  some 
of  these  features  of  education  have  heretofore  been  seriously  neglected 
we  have  established  and  control  The  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute,  where 
our  children  may  have  their  spiritual  natures  developed  along  with 
their  other  powers.  We  encourage  the  patronage  of  the  free  schools, 
but  when  our  children  are  sent  to  a  High  School  we  believe  in  patroniz- 
ing our  denominational  schools,  provided  they  can  get  as  good  advant- 
ages as  elsewhere.  We  also  recommend  the  other  nine  schools  which 
are  under  the  associations  in  which  they  are  located.  We  recommend 
Wake  Forest  College  to  young  men,  The  Baptist  Female  University  to 
young  women,  who  desire  a  higher  education.

ORPHANAGE  REPORT. 

The  Baptist  orphanage  was  organized  in  Nov.  1884,  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  First  Baptist  church  of  Raleigh.  A  board  of  trustees  were 
appointed,  by  whom  the  grounds  were  selected  and  purchased  at 
Thomasville  and  soon  the  buildings  were  commenced.  In  1885  the 
first  orphan  was  received  into  its  care.  Since  then  between  600  and 
700  children  have  been  received  into  this  home  of  love  and  mercy,  and 
have  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time  shared  its  heaven-given  privileges, 
Domestic,  Education  and  Religious.  Think  of  it.  Who  but  the  Omnis- 
cient can  tell  what  the  results  of  this  "work  of  faith  and  labor  of  love" 
will  be  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  man.  There  are  now  210 
children  in  the  Orphanage  and  many  more  would  be  there  if  we  had 
room  for  them.  The  cost  per  month,  per  capita  is  $4.38.  This  includes 
food  and  clothing.  The  income  from  the  farm  is  over  $900.00  per  year 
and  from  "Charity  and  Children"  over  $1000.00  per  year,  but  these 
facts,  true  and  consoling  as  they  are,  must  not  cause  any  of  us  to  lose 
our  personal  interest  in  the  children  of  our  dead  brethren  and  sisters, 
and  the  relation  we  sustain  to  them  as  brethren  and  sisters  in  Christ 
forbids  our  neglect  of  their  children.    We  insist  that  each  church  in 


this  Association  take  regular  collections  for  this  department  of  our 
work.

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT. 

The  Southern  Baptists  are  doing  mission  work  in  China,  Japan, 
Italy,  Africa,  Mexico  and  Brazil.  We  have  102  Missionaries,  41 
ordained  and  130  unordained  native  helpers.  There  were  1,009  "bap- 
tisms last  year.  127  churches  with  a  membership  of  6,773  gave  last 
year  $10,259  towards  their  own  support.  There  are  2294  Sunday 
School  pupils.  We  have  35  day  schools  with  939  students.  North. 
Carolina  gave  last  year  $9,461.  The  Tuckaseige  Association  gave 
$18.02.  We  hope  to  do  a  greater  work  during  this  year  as  all  nations 
are  virtually  open  to  the  reception  of  the  gospel.

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT. 

The  last  session  of  the  Association  was  held  with  the  church  at 
the  Head  of  Teon.,  August  16-19,  1900.  It  was  one  of  the  best.  Our 
people  became  more  united  along  the  line  of  Denominational  Educa- 
tion. A  Board  of  Trustees  (21  in  number)  were  elected  for  the  Sylva 
Collegiate  Institute.  This  school  did  splendid  work  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  prospects  are  good  for  the  coming  year.  We  have  the 
walls  of  the  new  building  completed,  and  the  roof  is  now  being  put  on. 
We  have  at  the  head  of  this  Institution  Bro.  W.  W.  Sorrels,  a  noble 
Christian  young  man  and  an  A.  B.  graduate  of  Wake  Forest  College. 
During  the  year  Bro.  Z.  J.  Edge  resigned  as  assistant  of  this  school, 
also  as  pastor  of  the  Webster  church  and  moved  to  Diliard,  Ga.,  and 
took  charge  of  the  church  at  Head  of  Tennessee  as  pastor.  This  church 
has  built  a  good  parsonage  this  year  and  settled  their  pastor  in  their 
midst,  a  thing  which  each  or  combination  of  churches  should  do.  Rev. 
T.  F.  Deitz  has  accepted  the  pastoriai  care  of  the  Webster  and  Dills - 
boro  churches.  A.  B.  Thomas  resigned  at  Sylva  and  T.  Bright  was 
called  and  accepted  the  work  at  Sylva  and  Franklin.  Rev.  A.  H,  Sims 
gave  up  the  Recorder  work  and  accepted  pastoriai  work  at  King's 
Mountain,  east  of  the  Ridge.  Rev.  A  B.  Thomas  has  accepted  the 
work  for  the  Biblical  Recorder  in  W.  N.  C.  We  had  with  us  at  our 
last  session  Rev.  Lee  Rickman,  who  was  formerly  one  of  us,  but  now 
of  Bosemon,  Montana.   He  preached  the  sermon  of  the  occasion  on 
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Friday  at  11  a.  m.,  Text,  Mark  12:30,  also  Rev.  A.  E.  Brown,  Assis- 
tant Corresponding  Secretary  State  Board  of  Missions,  was  with  us 
and  did  splendid  service.  Rev.  H.  H.  Harris,  Clarksville  Association, 
Ga.,  Rev.  A.  J.  Kelley  Serepta  Association,  Ga.,  and  Rev.  G.  N. 
Cowan,  Edenton,  N.  C.  ell  of  whom  helped  us  with  their  talks  and 
sermons.  Rev.  W.  R.  Rickman  resigned  at  Highlands  and  went  to 
Montana  and  accepted  Mission  work  there.  Rev.  John  W.  Briggs 
moved  from  Mars  Hill  to  Higdonville  and  accepted  the  principalship  of 
the  Ellijay  High  School,  also  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Highland  and 
Sugar  Fork  churches.  Rev.  S.  B.  Yoder  moved  from  the  1st  District 
to  Tennessee.  Rev.  Wilson  Ensley  of  the  2nd  District  died  this  year. 
He  was  one  of  the  old  land  marks,  and  did  great  and  valuable  service 
for  the  Mastor  in  his  day.    God  bless  his  memory.

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ARTICLES  OF  FAITH. 


First.  We  believe  in  one  only  living  and  true  God,  and  that  there 
are  three  persons  in  the  God-head — the  Father,  the  Son  and  the  Holy- 
Ghost — and  that  these  three  are  one  in  substance,  and  equal  in  power 
and  glory. 

Second.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New- 
Testament  are  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  only  rule  of  faith  and  practice. 

Third.    We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Original  Sin. 

Fourth.  We  believe  in  man's  impotency  to  recover  himself  from 
the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  his  own  free  will  and  ability. 

Fifth.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God 
only  by  the  imputed  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Sixth.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  Eire  ordi- 
nances instituted  by  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  proper 
subjects  thereof. 

Seventh.  We  believe  that  saints  shall  persevere  in  grace,  and 
that  they  never  shall  finally  fall  away. 

Eighth.    We  believe  that  immersion  is  essential  to  baptism. 

Ninth.  We  believe  that  no  person  has  a  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  but  such  as  are  regularly  called  and  qualified  thereunto. 

Tenth.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general 
judgement;  that  the  punishment  of  the  wicked  shall  be  everlasting  and 
the  joys  of  the  righteous  eternal. 

Eleventh.  We  the  members  of  the  Tuckaseige  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, agreeing  to  the  above  articles  of  faith,  and  having  been  led,  as  we 
believe,  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  receive  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  our 
Saviour,  and  on  the  profession  of  our  faith  having  been  baptized  in  the 
Name  :  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  we  do  now, 
in  the  presence  of  God,  Angles  and  this  assembly,  most  solemnly  and 
joyfully  enter  into  this  covenant  with  one  another  as  one  body  in 
Christ. 

Twelfth.  We  engage,  therefore,  by  the  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to 
work  together  in  Christian  love ;  to  strive  for  the  advancement  of  :;his 
Association  in  knowledge,  holiness  and  comfort ;  to  promote  its  pros- 
perity and  spirituality ;  to  contribute  cheerfully  and  regularly  to  the 
support  of  the  ministry,  the  expense  of  this  body,  the  relief  of  the  poor 
and  the  spread  of  the  gospel  through  all  nations. 

Thirteenth.  We  also  engage  to  maintain  family  and  secret 
devotion ;  to  religiously  educate  our  children ;  to  seek  the  salvation  of 
our  kindred  and  acquaintances ;  to  walk  circumspectly  in  the  world ; 
to  be  just  in  our  dealings,  faithful  in  our  engagements  and  exemplary 
in  our  deportment ;  to  avoid  all  tattling,  back-biting  and  use  of  in- 
toxicating drinks  as  a  beverage ;  and  to  be  zealous  in  our  efforts  to  ad- 
vance the  kingdom  of  our  Saviour. 

Fourteenth.  We  further  engage  to  watch  over  one  another  in 
brotherly  love ;  to  remember  each  other  in  prayer ;  to  aid  each  other  in 
sickness  and  distress ;  to  cultivate  Christian  sympathy  in  feeling  and 
courtesy  in  speech;  to  be  slow  to  offend,  but  always  ready  for  recon- 
ciliation, and  mindful  of  the  rules  of  our  Saviour  to  secure  it  without 
delay. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Tuckasiege 
Baptist  Association. 

Article  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Association  are  to  extend 
Christ's  Kingdom  at  home  and  abroad,  to  foster  the  Sunday  School 
work,  to  encourage  and  support  Christian  education  and  the  Baptist 
Orphanage  at  Thomasville. 

Article  3.  It  shall  be  composed  of  male  members  chosen  by 
missionary  Baptist  churches,  sent  to  represent  them  in  the  Associa  t  ion ; 
and  who  have  complied  with  this  Constitution. 

Article  4.  In  the  certificates  should  be  expressed  the  number 
baptized,  received  by  letter,  restored,  dismissed,  excluded,  and  names 
of  the  deceased,  total  number  of  members,  the  contributions  for 
minutes,  education,  State,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  Orphanage, 
pastor's  salary  and  other  objects,  since  the  last  Association,  the  time 
of  meeting,  number  of  ordained  ministers,  names  of  pastor,  clerk, 
Sunday  School  Superintendant  and  their  postoffices,  number  of  Sunday 
Schools,  officers  and  teachers,  average  attendance  and  total  number 
enrolled. 

Article  5.  This  Association  shall  have  no  power  to  lord  it  over 
God's  heritage.  Nor  shall  it  have  any  clerical  power  over  the  church 
or  infringe  upon  any  of  their  internal  rights  in  the  Association. 

Article  6.  The  Association  shall  have  a  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer  and  Historian,  who  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the 
whole  vote. 

Article  7.  This  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  determine 
what  churches  shall  be  admitted  as  members  of  this  body. 

Article  8.  This  Association  , shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
her  fellowship  from  any  church  for  not  complying  with  her  rules,  or 
for  violating  the  orthodox  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

Article"  9.  Each  church  in  this  Association  shall  be  entitled  to 
three  delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  for  each  $5.00  contributed 
to  the  five  objects  mentioned  in  Article  4,  and  in  addition  may  send 
the  eldership  of  the  church  as  delegates. 

Article  10.  The  Moderator  shall  always  have  the.  Articles  of 
Faith  and  the  Constitution  at  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

Article  11.  The  Association  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Trustees 
for  the  "Tuckaseige  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute,"  consisting  of  twenty 
one  members ;  seven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  first 
seven  to  serve  one  year,  the  second  seven  to  serve  two  years,  the  third 
seven  three  years.  These  trustees  are  empowered  to  receive  and  hold 
school  property  for  the  Association;  to  select  teachers,  and  attend  to 
such  other  business  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  educational  interest  of 
the  Association.  The  Association  shall  appoint  seven  Trustees  annual 
ly  and  fill  all  vacancies  as  occur  by  resignation  or  otherwise.  Said 
Trustees  are  required  to  report  annually  to  the  Association. 

Article  12.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a 
two- thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.

Eleventh  We  the  members  of  the  Tucka^eige  Baptist  Asso-

the  poor  and  the  spread  ot  the  gospel  through  all  nations. 

Thirteenth.  We  also  engage  to  maintain  family  and  secret 
devotiou  ;  to  religiously  educate  our  children  ;  to  seek  the  salvation 
of  OU--  kindred  and  acquaintajces  •  to  walk  circumspectly  in  the 
world;  to  be  just  in  our  dealings,  faithful  in  our  engagements  and 
exemplary  in  ou>-  deportment ;  to  avoid  a  1  tattling,  back  biting  and 
uw  of  intoxicating  o rinks  as  a  neverasre;  and  to  be  zealous  in  our 
efforts  to  advance  the  kingdom  ot  our  Saviour.

It  shall  be  composed  of  male  members  chosen  bv  mis- 
sionary Baptist  churches,  sent  to  represent  them  in  the  Association; 
and  who  have  complied  with  this  Constitution. 

Art.  4.  In  the  certificates  should  be  exnressed  the  numher  bap- 
t.izeo*,  received  bv  Wter,  resto-ed,  dismissed,  excluded,  an^  names 
of  the  deceased,  total  number  of  member*,  the  contributions  for 
minutes,  education.  State,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  Orphanage, 
pastor's  salary  and  other  objects,  since  the  last  Association,  the 
time  f»f  meetmsr.  number  of  ordained  ministers,  names  of  pastor, 
clerk,  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  their  postofhees.  numb'  r 
of  Sundav  Sctiools.  officers  and  teachers.-  overage  attendance  and 
total  number  enrolled. 

A'*t  5.  This  Association  shall  have  no  nowpr  to  lord  it  over 
God's  heritage.  No:  shall  it  have  anv  clerical  power  over  the 
church  or  infringe  upon  any  of  their  internal  rights  in  th*»  AesociMion. 

Art.  6.  The  Association  sh*»ll  have  a  Moderator.  Clerk.  Treas- 
urer and  Historian,  who  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  whole 
vrte. 

Art.  7.  This  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  what 
churches  shall  be  admitted  as  members  of  this  bodv. 

Art.  8.  This  Association  shall  have  the  right  io  withdraw  her 
fellowship  from  anv  church  for  not  complying  with  her  rules,  or  for 
violating  the  orthodox  prinnples  of  the  Gospel. 

Art.  9.  Each  church  in  this  Association  shall  lie  entitled  to 
three  delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  for  each  $5  00  contri- 
buted to  the  live  obects  mentioned  in  Article  4,  and  in  addition  m  ly 
sen  1  the  eldership  of  the  church  as  delegates. 

Art.  10.  It,  shall  '  e  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  have  the  Articles  of 
Faith  and  Constitution  punted  in  the  minutes  annually. 

Art-  11  The  Association  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Trustees  for 
the  "Tuckaseige  vSvlva  Collegiate  Institute,"  consisting  of  twenty 
one  members;  seven  ot  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The 
first  s^ven  to  serve  one  year,  the  second  seven  to  serve  two  vears. 
the  third  seven  to  serve  three  years.  These  trustees  are  empowered 
to  receive  and  hold  school  property  for  the  Association;  to  select 
teachers,  and  attend  to  such  o'hev  business  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  educational  interest  of  the  Association.  The  Association  shall 
appoint  seven  Trustees  annuailv  and  fill  all  yacancies  as  occur  by 
resignation  or  otherwise.  Said  Trustees  are  required  to  report  an- 
nually to  the  Association. 

Art.  12.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.

Fifth.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  only  by  the  iii 
puted  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances  instit 
ted  by  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  proper  subjects  thereof.

Eleventh.  We  the  members  of  the  Tuckaseige  Baptist  Association,  agreeing  ; 
the  above  articles  of  faith,  and  having  been  led,  a-i  we  believe  by  the  spirit  of  G-»j 
to  receive  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  our  Saviour,  and  on  the  profession  of  our  fail 
having  been  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Hoi 
Ghost,  we  do  now,  in  the  presence  of  God,  Angels  and  this  assembly,  most  solera, 
ly  and  joyfully  enter  into  this  covenant  with  one  another  as  one  body  in  Christ.!

Thirteenth.  We  also  engage  to  maintain  family  aud  secret  devotion;  to  reli 
ously  educate  our  children;  to  seek  the  salvation  of  our  kindred  and  acquainta 
ces;  to  walk  circumspectly  in  the  world;  to  be  just  in  our  dealings,  faithful  in  o 
engagements  and  exemplary  in  our  deportment;  to  avoid  all  tattling,  back  bitii 
and  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage;  and  to  be  zealous  in  our  efforts 
advance  the  kingdom  of  our  Saviour.

Nor 
ill  it  have  any  clerical  power  over  the  church  or  infringe  upo  n  any  of  their  in- 
[uai  rights  in  the  Association. 

Art.  (1  The  Association  shall  have  a  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Histori- 
;  who  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  vote. 

irt.  7.  This  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  what  churches  shall 
admitted  as  members  of  this  body. 

irt.  8.  This  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw  her  fellowship  from

Historian's  Report. 

The  last  session  of  our  Association  was  held  at  Beta,  N.  C,  with  th 
Scott's  Creek  church,  August  13-16,  1903.  It  was  made  memorable 
when  the  committee  on  Time  and  Place  made  their  report,  which  was 
almost  unanimously  adopted.  The  report,  in  part,  read  as  follows 
"Your  committee  on  Time  and  Place  recommend  that  the  next  sessid; 
of  the  Tuckasegee  Association,  or  that  part  of  it  known  as  district  No' 
1,  meet  with  Webster  church  on  Thursday  before  the  Third  Sunda; 
in  August  1904;  and  that  district  No.  2,  meet  with  Franklin  church  o| 
Thursday  after  Fourth  Sunday  in  August  1904,  for  the  purpose  of  o| 
ganizing  a  Macon  County  Association."  Many  of  the  brethren  wep 
when  ties  that  had  bound  them  together  for  three-quarters  of  a  ceii 
tury  were  thus  severed.  The  Tuckasegee  is  the  second  oldest  in  Wes 
tern  North  Carolina,  and  was  once  the  largest  Association  in  the  wei 
tern  part  of  our  State,  both  as  to  territory  and  number.  Its  territory! 
extended  from  Madison  county  on  the  north-east,  to  Rabun  county; 
Ga.,  on  the  south-west.  It  included  part  of  Madison,  all  of  Jackson 
Haywood,  Macon,  and  part  of  Swain  counties,  N.  C,  and  part  of  Ra 
bun  county,  Ga.  Now  its  territory  is  confined  to  Jackson  count? 
alone.  But  brethren,  let's  not  be  discouraged.  May  the  lessening  o 
our  bounds,  like  the  compression  of  steam,  be  an  impelling  force  tha 
may  stimulate  us  to  greater  action  for  our  Master.

The  Baptist  Orphanage  is  the  largest  institution  of  the  kind 
North  Carolina,    It  is  taking  care  of  300  children,  and  within  twelv 
months  its  capacity  will  be  increased  to  400. 

Our  Orphanage  property  has  greatly  increased  in  value  within  thft 
past  five  years.  We  have  more  than  300  acres  of  land  and  twent;  he 
brick  buildings.  There  are  nine  distinct  families  at  the  Orphanage  ^ 
Two  of  these  are  what  are  called  "Nurseries,"  where  there  are  a  hu 
dred  children  from  five  to  eight  years  old.  They  are  transferred 
the  other  homes  as  they  grow  in  years  and  in  knowledge.  The 
limit  is  18  years. 

There  are  four  departments  of  our  Orphanage  work,  the  farm,  th 
wood-shop,  the  shoe-shop,  and  the  printing  office.  In  each  of  thes 
the  boys  are  taught  the  necessity  of  honest  work. 

In  connection  with  the  Orphanage,  a  first  class  graded  school 
maintained.  It  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  General  Manager,  wh 
in  1873  established  the  first  graded  school  of  the  State  in  the  city  o 
Charlotte.  Six  faithful  and  capable  women  do  the  teaching,  and  th 
orphan  children  have  as  good  advantages  as  children  with  homes  an] 
parents. 
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le  Orphanage  Baptist  church  is  one  of  the  most  liberal  and  pro- 
si  ve  in  the  State.  Its  pastor  is  Geo.  P.  Harrill,  who  preaches  two 
lays  in  the  month  at  the  Orphanage  and  two  at  the  Baptist  church 
homasville.

Report  on  Home  Missions. 

Tlie  last  annual  report  of  the  Home  Board  shows  that  they  employ- 
ed 616  missionaries.

Report  on  Temperance. 

Never  in  its  history  has  our  State  been  so  thoroughly  aroused  on  the  subject  of 
imperanee  as  it  is  today.  By  recent  enactment  distilleries  have  been  driven  out 
I  the  country  districts,  and  many  of  them,  having  been  refused  admission  into 
wns,  have  had  to  go  out  of  business  altogether.  The  country  grogery,  which  was 
oh  a  nuisance  to  the  peace  and  safety  of  the  community  in  which  it  was  located, 
is  been  closed.  Within  the  last  two  years  the  country  has  been  freed  from  the 
bjalized  sale  of  liquor.  Many  of  our  laigest  and  most  progressive  towns  have 
•ted  the  saloons  out.  Charlotte,  Greensboro,  Durham,  Statesville,  Newbern, 
t)ldsboro,  and  several  smaller  towns  have  voted  prohibition;  while  Raleigh,  Eliza- 
>th  City,  Kinston,  and  a  few  other  places  have  displaced  the  saloons  by  dispensa- 
es. 

Sentiment  against  the  liquor  traffic  is  stronger  than  ever  before.  The  hand- 
I'iting  is  on  the  wall.  The  saloon  must  go.  It  behooves  the  temperance  forces 
i  hold  what  they  have  gained,  and  press  on  for  other  conquests  until  our  State  is 
fmpletely  rid  of  this  giant  evil. 

To  do  this  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  temperance  forces  to  organize.  The  liquor 
;alers  have  a  perfect  organization  in  every  town  and  county  in  the  State.-  This 
ould  be  met  on  our  part  by  the  organization  of  Anti-saloon  Leagues.  We  must 
jar  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  best  laws  aie  inoperative  unless  enforced,  and  that 
>  law  cau  be  enforced  behind  which  there  is  not  a  healthy  public  sentiment.  We 
n  make  the  temperance  legislation  we  have  operative  if  we  are  valiant  and  active 
i  the  enforcement  of  the  law.  If  all  the  embers  of  all  the  churches  would  take 
firm  stand  on  the  side  of  temperance,  this  great  enemy  of  God  and  humanity 
^uld  quail  and  cower  before  the  forces  of  righteousness.

REPORTS  OF  COnniTTEES. 
Orphanage. 

Our  religion  is  that  which  helps  the  helpless,  for  pure  religion  and  undefined 
before  God  and  the  Father  is  this,  to  visit  the  fatherless.  For  the  past  twen- 
ty years  our  denomination  has  been  caring  for  a  small  number  of  orphans  at 
Thomasville.  There  was  established  the  first  institution  of  its  kind  in  the 
State.  Beginning  with  one  little  orphan  child  in  1885,  the  number  has  in- 
creased until  now  we  have  300  under  our  fostering  care  and  protection.  The 
plant,  at  first  small,  is  now  worth  more  than  $160,000.00.  Great  economy 
has  always  been  used  in  its  management,  fot  it  requires  only  $5.00  per  month 
to  give  food,  clothing  and  mental  training  to  each  orphan.  The  above 
amount  includes  the  salaries  paid  to  all  of  the  officers  and  teachers.  It  is 
supported  by  voluntary  contributions  made  by  its  many  friends  throughout 
the  State.  Since  our  Association  last  met  an  epidemic  of  fever  has  raged 
there — only  one  child  having  died — which  brought  sorrow  and  anxiety  to 
many  a  heart.  The  expenses  were  necessarily  increased,  a  greater  force  was 
needed  to  care  for  them.  The  hearts  of  the  people  wrere  touched  and  they 
readily  responded  to  the  call  for  help.  While  we  apprciate  the  aid  from  any 
source,  yet  we  acknowledge  with  gratefulness  the  gratuitus  and  efficient  as- 
sistance rendered  by  Dr.  L.  J.  Battle  of  Greensboro.  We  wish  to  express 
our  disapproval  of  that  part  of  the  annual  report  of  Bro.  J.  B.  Boone  wherein 
he,  without  any  provocation  whatever,  makes  a  personal  thrust  at  Dr.  Battle 
and  we  deplore  the  fact  that  he  denounces  him  and  others  in  the  language  of 
Job  13  :  4,  uBut  ye  are  forgers  of  lies  and  all  physicians  of  no  value."  We 
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have  there  the  best  of  water  works  and  a  new  sewerage  system.  We  suggest 
that  we  increase  our  contributions  to  the  orphanage  and  use  our  best  efforts 
to  secure  subscriptions  to  Charity  and  Children  which  is  so  ably  edited  by 
Bro.

;  ing  the  same  through  the  Baptist  Book  Store,  Kaleigh,  K.  C,  ten  or  fifteen 
!  days  before  it  is  needed  for  distribution.  (6)  That  we  devote  one  of  our 
fifth  Sunday  meetings  to  a  singing  and  Sunday  School  meeting  for  the  con- 
sideration of  Sunday  School  topics  and  the  unifying  of  our  Sunday  School 
forces.  (7)  That  we  endorse  the  Sunday  School  work  of  our  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  request  our  Sunday  Schools  to  make  at  least  one  offering  a 
year  "For  Sunday  Schools"  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Associational 
Treasurer,  or  the  Convention  Treasurer,  Walter  Durham,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 
And  (8)  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  co-operate  with  the  Field 
Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  arranging  for  one  or  two  insti- 
tutes in  our  bounds  during  the  coming  year.

Report  of  Trustees  of  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute. 

We,  the  Trustees  of  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute,  beg  to  submit  a  report  of 
our  proceedings  for  the  last  year.  Last  year  was  the  best  year's  wTork  we 
have  had,  our  school  enrolling  125  boys  and  girls,  wrho  did  good  solid  work. 
We  completed  the  girls'  dormitory  and  now  have  a  nice  home  wre  can  offer 
to  at  least  twenty  young  ladies.  We  raised  last  year  $120.05,  have  paid  for 
our  piano,  paid  debt  on  roof,  etc.  We  congratulate  the  Baptists  of  Jackson 
and  adjoining  counties  on  having  one  Of  the  best  buildings  of  its  kind  in 
Western  North  Carolina,  and  equal  to  any  in  the  State.  No  man  has  sub- 
scribed more  than  he  should  and  but  few  have  done  what  they  could  in  erect- 
ing these  buildings.  We  are  in  great  need  of  a  boys'  dormitory.  Last  year 
we  had  many  applicants  for  rooms  for  boys,  and  we  earnestly  recommend 
that  your  body  at  once  undertake  the  erection  of  a  boys'  dormitory  where- 
pupils  may  board  themselves  and  bring  the  cost  of  an  education  down  to  a 
minimum.  We  have  employed  as  Principal,  Prof.  F.  A.  Brown,  who  has  had 
an  experience  of  24  years  teaching.  Prof.  T.  Few  Shipman,  of  P'ruitland 
Institute,  will  take  charge  of  English  and  language  work.  Miss  Allie- 
Rymer,  of  Mar's  Hill  College,  will  have  charge  of  the  primary  and  elocution 
departments.  Mrs.  Geo.  P.  Miller,  of  Sylva,  N.  C,  will  have  charge  of  the 
music  department.  We  hope  we  will  be  able  after  Christmas  to  add  other 
departments.  We  mean  to  put  this  school  at  the  head  of  the  list  as  a  pre- 
paratorjr  school,,  and  we  earnestly  recommend  that  the  Baptists  of  Jackson- 
county  support  this  their  own  school.

Foreign  Missions. 

Christ  said,  uGo  ye  into  all  of  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature,"  uHe  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved,  but  he  that 
believeth  not  shall  be  damned."  God  has  signally  blessed  the  efforts  of 
those  who,  guided  by  His  Spirit,  have  gone  into  the  regions  beyond  to  preach 
the  Gospel  in  obedience  to  His  command.  During  the  past  year  fifty  new 
Missionaries  were  sent  out,  a  much  larger  number  than  ever  before.  Our 
people  gave  $283,415.88,  which  was  by  far  the  largest  amount  ever  given. 
The  result  of  last  year's  work  is  very  inspiring  and  encouraging.  Never 
before  were  there  so  many  baptisms,  the  number  of  which  were  2,231.  Surely 
the  Lord  has  been  with  this  people  and  they  have  been  guided  by  His  Spirit. 
The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  did  a  great  work  in  raising  for  this  cause 
$53,678.45.    We  gladly  state  for  the  information  of  all  that  the  total  expenses 
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of  the  Board  for  the  year  at  Richmond  were  about  six  cents  on  the  dollar, 
and  in  the  States  for  collecting  less  than  four  per  cent  more.    So  more  than 
90  per  cent,  went  to  the  Missionaries.

Report  on  Orphanage, 

We  have  320  children  at  the  Orphange,  and  a  new 
building  being  erected  by  E.  F.  Aydletter,  a  lawyer  of 
Elizabeth  City,  will  increase  the  number  to  at  least  350. 
The  Watson  house,  built  by  the  late  John  Watson,  of 
Warren  ton,  will  be  greatly  enlarged  and  improved,  $1500, 
of  the  money  for  this  purpose  having  been  furnished  by 
Bro.  Watson's  daughter,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Puretoy,  of  Ashe- 
ville.  It  is  a  striking  fact  that  our  people  of  means  have 
always  furnished  the  shelter  for  the  children  while  the 
rank  and  file  have  furnished  the  bread. 

We  have  nine  families  at  the  Orphanage,  the  ages  rang- 
ing all  the  way  from  five  to  sixteen.  The  children  come 
in  almost  equal  numbers  from  the  eastern  and  western 
parts  of  the  State,  but  three-fourths  of  the  support  is  given 
by  the  churches  east  of  Greensboro. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-six  Sunday  schools  are  giving 
a  monthly  collection  to  the  Orphanage.  This  is  most 
helpful  to  the  institution  in  tiding  it  over  the  dull  months 
when  money  is  scarce  and  church  contributions  light.  We 
commend  the  plan  to  all  our  Sunday  schools  and  urge 
them  to  adopt  it. 

The  system  of  water  works,  established  at  great  ex- 
pense, is  proving  a  blessing  to  the  Orphanage.  The 
grounds  are  clean  arid  the  health  of  the  children  is  excel- 
lent. A  fragment  of  debt  still  remains  and  we  hope  the 
Tuckaseige  association  will  find  pleasure  in  doing  its  part 
towards  paying  off  this  debt  and  setting  the  Orphange  free- 
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A  school  of  eight  grades  is  maintained  giving  the  chil- 
dren the  foundation  of  a  good  education  before  they  leave. 
The  course  of  study  corresponds  with  that  of  the  average 
graded  school. 

The  religious  advantages  are  far  above  those  surround- 
ing the  average  child.  Last  year,  in  a  meeting  in  which 
pastor  Harrill  was  assisted  by  Rev.  O.  L.  Stringfield,  80 
of  the  children  were  baptized  in  one  day. 

Rev.  M.  L.  Kesler,  the  general  manager,  is  proving 
himself  admirably  qualified  for  the  difficult  and  important 
work  to  which  he  has  been  called.  The  source  of  supply 
is  the  Baptist  people  of  North  Carolina.  If  they  fail,  the 
children  at  the  Orphanage  must  go  hungry.  But  the  Lord

State  missions  me*ns  the  preaching  of  the  srospel  in  the 
■destitute  sections  of  North  Carolina.  It  is  commanded 
in  the  great  commission  of  Jesus  and  sanctioned  by  the 
manifest  blessing  of  God. 

During  the  past  seventy-five  years  our  State  mission- 
aries have  witnesed  at  least  75,000  professions  of  faith. 
Since  in  the  last  twenty-t  wo  years  our  missionaries  have 
Aided  and  organized  754  Baptist  churches  m  North  Caro 
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lina,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  no  less  than  one-half  of  the  to 
tal  number  of  our  churches  have  been  founded  or  fosterer 
by  our  State  mission  board.

direct  result  of  our  State  mission  work.  The  churcl 
houses  erected  on  our  mission  fields  during  the  last  scon 
of  years  have  been  built  at  a  cost  of  about  $i  15,000.  It  ii 
estimated  that  the  churches  founded  or  fostered  by  th< 
State  mission  board  are  giving  at  best  two-thirds  of  th( 
money  contributed  to  the  Lord's  work  by  North  Oaroliru 
Baptists. 

This  year  our  State  mission  work  is  projected  on  a  basil 
of  $80,000  and  about  one  hundred  and  forty  missionaries 
are  employed  to  preach  to  weak  churches  and  struggling 
mission  points.  The  Lord  is  abundantly  blessing  their  la 
bors  and  other  fields,  white  unto  harvest,  are  opening  be 
fore  us  in  our  own  State.  Our  duty  is  clear;  these  mis 
siona>ies  must  be  supported  and  these  opening  fields  oc 
cupied. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  recommend  that,  I 
addition  to  earnest  prayer  for  our  laborers  present  an( 
prospective,  our  churches  enlarge  their  contributions  t< 
State  missions.

We 
h  .ve380  churches,  and  50,000  Baptists  in  Western  North  Carolina 
They  could  be  a  mighty  power  for  good  if  they  were  on1y  developed, 
we  mu-t  raise  $40,000  for  State  Missions,  an  increase  of  33  per  cent 
over  last  year,  and  your  committee  recommends  that  the  churches 
of  this  Association  pay  $loo-0o  to  State  Missions  this  year.

The  laws  of  our  state  ought  to  be  enforced  against  thif 
evil  and  our  churches  ought  to  enforce  the  laws  of  our  Master 
against  it. 

We  are  glad  to  know  that  some  of  our  cities  and  towns  in  this 
gospel  land  are  getting  rid  of  the  evil  of  whiskey  by  voting  it  out  oi 
their  midst,  and  we  ought  as  Christians  to  stand  heart  and  hand  aucj 
as  one  great  power  come  against  this  evil  and  make  every  effort 
possible  to  put  whiskey  from  among  us  and  wipe  io  oan.  The  Lord 
tells  us  in  His  Word  than  the  u?e  of  strong  drink  is  sinfal  and 
destructive  and  forbids  his  servants  using  it. 

As  the  population  increases  the  evil  of  intemperance  is  growings 
as  there  are  more  to  use  intoxicating  drink.  And  as  we  see  the 
evil  increasing  its  our  dut  to  foi  tify  ourselves  as  an  army  for  19

Foreign  Mission  Report, 

The  command  to  "go  teach  all  nations,"  is  just  as  vital  and 
urgent  today  as  it  was  nineteen  hundred  years  ago.  The  command 
"to  observe  all  things"  is  just  as  binding  now  as  when  first  given. 
The  promise  of  the  Master's  presence  is  just  as  real  today  as  when 
the  first  disciples  went  everywhere  preaching  the  guspel.  The 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  is  just  as  essential  today  as  when  Paul 
preached  in  Athens. 

"The  field  is  the  world,  the  good  seed  are  the  children 
of  the  kingdom,  the  harvest  is  t!ie  ecid  of  rhe  world,  toe 
reapers  are  the  angels."  The  obligations  to  witness  for  Christ  is 
ju»t' as  binding  in  our  part  of  the  field  as  it  is  in  another.    God  has 
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left  us  the  work  of  giving  his  gospel  to  the  world  not  a  part  of  the 
world.  Each  church  and  individual  is  repponsible  in  just  so  far  as 
it  is  able  to  give  the  gospel  to  a  lost  world.  We  are  indeed  "am- 
bassadors for  Christ."  We  have  received  the  light,  but  with  that 
light,  a  command  to  let  it  shine  before  the  world.  Both  heaven 
and  heathendom  wait  to  see  what  we  are  going  to  do. 

Southern  Baptists  seeing  a  lost  world  shrouded  in  heathen  dark- 
ness and  realizing  their  duty  in  this  respect  have  then  their  agent 
The  Foreign  Mfssiou  Board  in  Richmond  has  been  making  progress 
in  giving  the  gospel  to  these  lost  countries.  The  entire  he'-tthen 
world  is  new  open  to  the  gospel  message.  China  is  wakirg.  Japan 
is  up  and  moving,  Italy,  though  swayed  by  t>e  power  of  Rome,  is 
yielding  to  a  purer  gospel.  The  w^rk  in  Brazil  is  encouraging. 
There  were  many  Baptisms  last  year.  This  is  a  large  field  and 
needs  more  workers.  The  Board  has  recently  opened  work  in 
Argentina.  The  field  is  promising.  Meixc)  ;s  being  shaken.  The 
power  of  the  Pope  in  waning.    Sin  and  crime  are  decreasing. 

In  addition  to  all  the  laborers  now  in  the  field  about  twenty-five 
are  under  appointment  and  are  soon  to  enter  the  field.  The  results 
are  great  but  the  needs  are  still  greater.  No  enterprise  promises 
such  large  returns. 

Let  us  not  forget  the  noble  sacrifice  and  toil  of  our  good  women 
both  on  the  field  and  at  home  Let  every  pastor  inform  himself 
by  reading  the  Foreign  Mission  Journal  and  as  many  books  On  the 
subject  as  poss;ble.  Let  us  pray  the  Lord  cf  the  harvest  for  mora 
laborers  for  his  vineyard.

I f  we  give  to  our  young  people  lhe  dis- 
tinctive Christian  training  they  should  have  they  must  b?  placed  in 
schools  that  are  distinctively  C  hiifctian  in  character  and  w«  rk. 
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The  place  for  Baptist  boys  and  girls  seeking  an  'education  is  in 
Baptist  schools.  No  school,  of  whatever  grade,  not  under  the  con- 
trol and  fostering  care  of  our  demomination  can  ever  be  surrounded 
by  an  atmosphere  deeply  impregnated  with  Baptist  and  Christian 
sentiment;  and  it  is  an  atmosphere  so  charged  that  we  Baptists 
should  repuire  for  our  children.

There  has  been  built  during  the  year  a  large  arbor  which  will  seat 
about  3COO  people,  w  here  entertainments  aud  public  speaking  can  be 
carried  on.  All  the  buildings  have  been  completed  which  are  spok- 
en of  in  our  report  for. last  year  and  we  now  have  room  for  about 
39O  children,  but  we  find  there  is  pressing  nt  ed  for  room  for  at 
least  100  mere. 
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We  find  that  Tflckaseigee  Association  reports  having  sent  $47.6f> 
in  money  and  supplies  during  the  year.  We  recommend  that  we 
raise  at  least  enough  to  take  care  of  at  least  two  children  during  the 
year.  It  is  needless  to  comment  on  the  health  and  management  of 
the  institution  as  it  is  equal  to  the  best  in  the  State. 

We  recommend  that  the  pastors  and  superintendents  of  the  Sun- 
day schools  take  one  or  more  collections  durmg  the  year  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Orphanage,  for  he  who  helps  a  child  helps  God.

The  family  is  God's  first  school  and  in  this  school  onl  y 
the  best  of  literature  should  be  provided.  The  Bible,  of 
course,  is  first.  After  that  the  family  should  be  provided 
with  the  best  religious  books  and  periodicals. 

Paul's  admonition  to  the  young  men,  "Give  attent- 
ion to  reading,"  comes  to  us  with  greater  emphasis  than 
ever  before.  Parents  should  not  deprive  their  children 
of  any  apportumty  to  fill  their  minds  with  useful  knowl- 
edge. We  know  of  no  better  than  that  furnished  by  the 
Biblical  Recorder,  Foreign  Mission  Journal,  Home  Field 
and  Chairty  and  Children.

The  report  on  Foreign  Missions  was  read  by  Rev.  T. 
F.  Deitz  who  also  opened  the  discussion.  His  presenta- 
tion of  the  subject  was  effective.  Rev.  J.  V.  Devenny 
closed  the  discussion. 

The  report  as  adopted  follows: 

Foreign  Missions. 

We  believe  in  Foreign  Missions  because  our  Savior  said  "Go  into 
all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,"  and  the 
command  is  still  a  vital  living  question,  and  ::he  presence  of  the 
Master  is  as  much  a  promise  to  us  today  as  when,  it  fell  from  His 
lips  on  the  ears  of  the  twelve  to  whom  it  was  first  given.  And  if 
we  in  the  ninteenth  century  would  observe  all  things  whatsoever 
He  commanded  we  must  send  the  ^ood  news  of  sal/ation  to  the 
many  millions  beyond  the  seas :  Viz,  China,  Japan,  Africa,  I^aly, 
Mexico,  Brizil'  and  Argentina.  C  hina  has  434,000,000  inbabtants> 
nearly  five  times  as  many  people  as  there  are  in  America.  It  was  in 
I807  that  England  gave  totjhina  the  first  missionary  in  the  person  of 
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Robert  Morrison.  In  1845  the  Southern  Baptist  began  work  in  China. 
We  now  have  there  (one  hundred  and  one  years  later)  one  hundred 
and  twelve  missionaries  and  eighteen  ordained  native  helpers,  with 
86  men  and  45  women  as  unordained  native  helpers  with  45  churches 
and  as  a  result  by  Baptism  last  year,  57 1  with  a  total  membership 
of  6000  the  out  look  for  soul  wining  in  China  was  never  greater 
than  at  present.  In  1889  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  opened  work  in 
Japan.  We  have  18  missionarirs  in  that  field,  with  8  churches  and 
10  preaching  stations,  and  yet  the  greatest  need  of  our  work  there  is 
more  missionary  brethren.  We  will  not  go  into  detrail  about  Italy, 
Brazil,  Mexico,  and  the  other  j laces  of  heathendom  for  we  already 
know  that  these  places  exist  and  that  heathen  darkness  reigns. 
Hence  it  will  give  them  no  relief  to  be  always  talking  and  writing 
about  them.  "Come  over  and  help  us/'is  the  cry,and  that  cry  is  be- 
ing answered  through  our  missionaries  and  we  are  to  enable  them 
to  awnswer  the  call  by  supplying  the  necessities  of  life  while  they 
explore  the  darkness  and  preach  life  and  light.  Brethren  how  long 
will  we  have  to  be  reminded,  weekly,  monthly,  and  annually  of  the 
great  duty  we  owe  to  our  fellow  creatures  that  are  as  good  by 
creation  as  we  are. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  this  association  try  to  raise  this 
year$loo  for  Foreign  Missions.  "God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver  and  the 
liberal  soul  shall  be  made  fat."  Thesa  are  some  of  God's  words  of 
assurance  to  us  that  it  is  a  good  investment  for  our  own  souls  a  s 
well  as  a  great  blessing  to  liberate  the  millions  who  are  bound  by 
errors  chain,  It  has  been  well  said  that  facts  are  the  fuel  for 
missionary  fires.  In  these  days  facts  and  not  exhortation  make  the 
strongest  appeal  for  missions.  Note  carefully  the  following  great  out- 
standing facts  with  reference  to  our  Foreign  Mission  work.  Last 
year  our  total  receipts  were  $402,328,16.  This  is  in  reality  an  increase 
of  about  $8000  over  the  previous  year  notwithstanding  the  financial 
depression. 

We  have  now  altogether  556  workers  on  the  field  222  missionaries 
and  334  native  helpers.  This  is  an  increas  i  of  56  workers  during  the 
year. '

Brother  Arch  Johnson,  editor  of  Charity  and  Children 
made  a  stirring  address  on  the  work  of  the  Orphanage 
and  the  needs  of  the  institution.  Rev.  A-  E.  Brown 
c  osed  the  discussion  Collection  for  the  Orphanage 
$5  82. 

The  report  as  adopted  follows: 

Orphanage. 

The  Orphanage  has  been  in  successful  operation  for  24  years,  dur- 
ing these  years  it  has  given  shelter  to  thousands  of  unfortunate  boys 
and  girls  of  the  State. 

The  Orphanage  does  not  exist  as  a  shelter  only,  but  so  far  as  pos- 
sible every  means  is  used  to  make  for  these  children  a  home,  throw- 
ing around  them  such  safeguards  and  influences  as  only  a  home  can 
give.  To  the  Baptists  of  L  on  th  Carolina  the  Tliomasville  Orphan- 
age has  been  a  double  blessing  in  that  it  has  not  only  furnished  a 
home  to  the  orphans  but  it  has  developed  in  our  people  the  grace  of 
giving  as  nothing  else  has  done.  There  are  now  373  children  in  the 
Orphanage.  It  costs  $7.00  per  month  to  keep  each  inmate.  The  in- 
creased cost  of  provisions  of  various  kinds  has  brought  about  an  ad- 
ditional increase  in  maintenance. 
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We  recommend  that  the  churches  of  this  Association  give  to  the 
Orphanage  $125.00  this  year.

1  he  report  on  Sunday  Schools  was  read  by  Rev.  J.  V.  De- 
venny,  who  also  opened  the  discussion.  Bro.  E.  L.  Mid- 
dleton  brought  the  great  Sunday  School  work  vividly  be- 
fore us.  The  Sunday  School  is  worthy  of  all  men  because 
of  what  we  teach,  the  Bible:  because  of  the  methods  ot 
worship  it  gives,  teaching  the  Word;  because  of  the  men 
and  women  who  are  seeing  its  dignity,  pastors,  great 
teachers,  lawyers, politicians, business  men:  because  of  the 
place  it  takes  in  church  history;  the  Sunday  School  makes 
good — it  succeeds;  because  of  its  progress  toward 
morality;  gives  a  field  of  activity  for  Christian  service — a 
training  school  for  His  service;  it  has  given  Christian  wo- 
men something  to  do;  and  for  its  soul  saving  influences.

Sunday  School 

Tne  Sunday  School  is  our  people  studying  the  word  of  God.  Our 
people  need  religious  training  and  surely  there  is  no  agency  today 
doing  so  much  in  fitting  our  people  for  efficient  service  in  the 
churches  as  our  Sunday  Schools.  To  bring  the  work  and  workers 
to  the  fullness  of  efficiency  and  value  we  recommend  the  following : 

1 .  That  we  have  a  live.  acti\e  Sunday  School  the  whole  year  in 
all  our  churches.

8.  That  we  hold  a  Sunday  Scl  ool  convention  the  fifth  Sunday  in 
May,  I9O9  and  such  Sunday  School  rallies  as  can  be  arranged  by  Che 
pastors  and  churches. 

4.  That  we  co-operate  with  our  State  Sunday  School  work  in  or- 
ganization, prayers  and  financial  support.  To  the  last  we  pledge 
$20.00  for  next  year. 

5.  That  we  try  to  greatly  increase  our  Sunday  School  member- 
ship by  having  at  least  as  many  scholars  as  church  members.

The  Baptist  denomination  in  our  State  is  thoroughly  committed 
to  a  policy  of  education.  The  first  to  project  and  establish  a  denom- 
inational college  they  have  ever  been  pioneers  in  the  work  of  educa. 
tion,  and  s rand  for  the  best  methods  m  the  educational  training  of 
the  whole  people. 

OUR  INSTITUTIONS  OF  LEARNING 

Wake  Forest  College,  the  oldest  and  best,  stands  at  the  head  of 
the  list,  not  only  as  a  denominational  college,  but  also  as  a  well 
equipped  institution  where  you  men  may  secure  the  higher  edu- 
cational training  fitting  them  in  a  thorough  maimer  for  a  useful  and 
successful  career  in  life,  and  above  all  preparing  them  for  Christian 
service  We  rejoice  in  the  recent  addition  of  $150,000  to  the  endow- 
ment of  our  noble  old  college,  and  at  her  ever  increasing  patronage 
and  usefulness  to  our  state  and  denomination;  and  heartily  recom- 
mend Wake  Forest      our  youn^  men  seeking  college  training. 

The  Baptist  University  for  W  omen  at  Raleigh,  though  but  recent- 
ly established,  already  has  taken  jank  amoDg  the  very  best  ins  itu- 
tions  of  learning  for  women,  not  only  of  the  south,  but  of  the  whole 
country  «.s  well.  Young  women  desiring  the  highest  and  best  in 
education,  and  prepared  for  t,he  courses  off  .red,  will  make  a  wise 
choice  in  placing  themselves  under  the  tuition  of  L)r*  11  T.  Vann 
and  his  colleagues  at  Raleigh. 

The  Baptists  of  the  state  should  see  to  it  that  this  institution  be 
provided  with  an  endowment  s  afficiert  for  its  present  needs  and 
future  development. 

It  should  be  a  matter  of  ever  increasing  gratification  to  this  Asso- 
ciation that  her  leaders  in  past  ;  ears  saw  the  wisdom  and  import- 
ance of  having  within  her  own  bounds  an  institution  of  learning  f  r 
her  own  boys  and  girls,  and  took  the  lead  in  establishing  the  Sylva 
Collegiate  Institute.  Our  young  people  who  may  desire  codege 
training  must  be  prepared  for  the  higher  institutions,  and  above  aU 
our  boys  and  girls  who  do  not  and  many  of  whom  cannot  go  to  col- 
lege very  greatly  n;ed  some  preparation  for  the  duties  of  active  life 
and  for  its  problems  which  are  ever  becoming  more  complex;  while 
the  need  for  men  and  women  prepared  for  and  trained  in  Christian 
se\ ice  becomes  more  imperative  from  day  to  day.

Home  Missions 

By  Home  Mission  woik  we  mean  the  preaching  of  the  G.spel  and 
the  building  of  lioases  of  worship  in  the  destitute  places  in  the 
bounds  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Oklahoma,  Indian 
Territory  and  Cuba.  It  seems  that  the  sowing  of  former  years  has 
come  to  fruitage  in  the  glorious  bavest  of  soul  saving.  The  report 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board  at  Richmond,  Va.,  showed  18,798  bap- 
tisms an  average  of  5O  per  day  for  the  whole  year.  The  report  at  Hot 
Springs,  Ark.,  shows  22,404  baptisms  and  18,015  additious  to  the 
churches  through  the  labors  of  our  missionaries  in  the  home  land. 

Surely  goodness  and  m  rcy  have  followed  us.  The  Tord  has 
done  great  thing's  for  us  whe  eof  we  a^e  glad.  Our  receipts  from  the 
states  during  the  last  conventional  year  was  $248.  (38  i7,  fiom  mis- 
cellaneous sources  $17,197.42,  total  receipts  $  65,835  59.  An  in- 
crease of  $33,501  56  over  the  previous  year.  Bit  for  the  panic  we 
are  confident  our  receipts  would  have  been  far  greater 

Now  brethren  in  the  midst  of  the  teeming  blessings  of  God  in  crops 
and  blessings  untold,  we  5  our  commi.tee  recommend  that  this  Asso- 
ciation make  an  effort  to  raise  $ioo  this  year  for  Home  Missions.

State  Missions. 

State  Missions  includes  the  work  done  by  the  Board  of  Missions 
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and  Sunday  schools,  appointed  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 
The  work  of  this  board  includes  the  Sunday  school  work,  the  evan- 
gelistis  work,  and  mission  work.    The  work  of  this  board  is  fun 
damental,  because  upon  the  charactor  of  work  it  has  done  depends 
the  success  or  failure  of  the  other  phases  of  our  dt-nominational  work. 

The  work  of  the  board  is  divided  into  three  divisions;  First  the 
Evangelization  of  the  East ;  The  principal  secticn  of  destitution  is 
this  territory  lying  between  the  Gape  Fear  and  t  le  Roanoke  rivers 
containing  something  like  lo.ooo  square  miles,  with  a  population  of 
200,000  white  persons  and  175, ood  negroes.  This  section  has  only 
one  Baptist  church  for  every  80  square  miles;  Second,  is  the  Evan- 
gelization and  organization  of  the  work  among  the  people  of  the 
factory  towns  of  the  middle  section  of  the  State;  Third  the  develop 
ment  of  the  88000  Baptists  of  the  West. 

To  do  this  vast  work  the  State  Board  has  in  its  employ  160  mis- 
sionaries. To  meet  the  incer&sing  demands  upon  the  board  to  cul- 
tivate this  vast  fi^ld  it  is  asking  for  $45000  this  year . 

State  mission  work  for  the  past  several  years  has  made  steady  ad- 
vancement and  each  vear  the  work  is  proving  more  and  more  ef- 
fective. 

In  order  to  compass  the  ideal,  "A  missionary  Baptist  church  and 
an  efficient  Sunday  school  within  reach  of  every  person,"  we  recom- 
mend that  the  churches  of  this  Association  give  to  State  Missions 
$125,00  for  the  coming  year,

During  these 
years  it  has  furnished  hoin^s  to  thousands  of  unfortunate 
boys  and  girls  of  our  State,  throwing  around  them  such 
safeguards  and  influences  as  only  a  home  can  give.  The 
Orphanage  at  Thomasville,  N.  C,  has  been  a  double 
blessing  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  in  caring  for 
unfortunate  children  and  developing  our  people  in  the 
spirit  of  giving,  as  nothing  else  has  done.  There  are 
now  373  children  in  the  Orphanage.  It  costs  $7.00  per 
month  to  keep  each  inmate.

Foreigm  Missions. 

Baptists  should  believe  very  strongly  in  Foreign  Mis- 
sions beeause  God  believes  in  missions  The  first  For- 
eign missionary  was  our  Savior,  and  He  says  "Go."  If 
we  cannot  go  we  ought  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
that  he  would  thrust  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest. 
Ninety-four  per  cent  of  the  world's  population  is 
foreign  to  us  and  we  spend  ninety-five  per  cent  of  our 
money  to  preach  the  gospel  at  home,  and  five  per  cent  to 
reach  the  ninety-four  per  cent  of  the  world's  population. 
The  improved  facilities  cor  travel  and  communication 
make  any  part  of  the  world  very  near  to  our  door,  but 
the  christian  can  reach  the  heathen  world  through  prayer 
more  quickly  than  a  Marconi  wireless  message  can  be 
translated.  "God  moves  in  a  mysterious  way,  His 
wonders  to  perform"  and  even  the  little  things  He  can 
use  for  His  glory.  "A  little  leaven  leaveneth  the 
whole  lump."       God  is  proving  this  by  the  great  awak- 
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erring  He  is  working  the  few  missionaries  and  native 
helpers  the  Southern  Baptist  are  supporting  on  Foreign 
soil.  This  litt  e  handful  of  workers  last  year  baptized 
2,905  heathen,  and  who  can  estimate  the  great 
good  done  that  cannot  be  reached  in  figures?  With 
the  cry  of  the  vast  hordes  of  heathen  ringing  in  our  ears 
and  with  the  knowledge  that  our  God  is  powerful  and 
that  all  the  earth  shall  become  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord 
and  His  Christ,  we,  your  committee,  wish  to  beg  this 
Association  to  strive  to  raise  $105,00  this  association- 
year  for  the  winning  of  the  multitudes  from  heathen  dark- 
ness to  the  light  and  liberty  of  sons  of  God,

Education. 

Your  committee  on  Education  beg  to  submit  the 
following:  Realizing  the  great  importance  of  this 
broad  term, 'education,  we  are  strongly  impressed  that 
our  incumbent  dutv  as  christians,  who  belong  to  the  g;reat 
body  which  is  to  carry  the  world  for  Christ  is  to  jrge 
strongly  the  adoption  ot  such  aggressive  measures  as  will 
enable  us  to  successfully  keep  pace  with  the  progress  of 
the  age  in  which  we  live.  If  we  hope  to  preserve  our 
schools  and  make  advancement  with  the  march  of  progress 
in  education,  we  must  so  strengthen  and  equip  them  that 
they  can  compete  with  the  schools  which  are  going  up 
all  over  the  country.  If  ve  give  to  our  young  peopk  the 
distinctive  christian  training  which  they  should  have,  we 
must  place  them  in  schools  which  are  distinctively  christ- 
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ian  in  character  and  influence.  Hence  we  would  strongly 
urge  our  people  to  stand  by  and  support  with  their  pat- 
ronage and  influence,  the  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute.  It 
is  worthy  of  our  confidence  and  support,  it  is  a  duty  that 
we  owe  to  our  children  and  to  God,  to  rear  and  train 
them  for  His  own  glory.  In  doing  this  we  are  elevating 
the  standard  of  piety  and  building  up  the  church  and  its 
institutions.  We  can  never  rise  to  the  standard  which 
God  designed  His  people  should  come,  without  the  prop- 
er 'mental,  m'Dfal  and  physical  education.  Let  us  train 
them  up  in  the  way  they  should  go  and  wh  n  they  are 
old  they  will  not  depart  from  it. 

Ignorance  is  the  parent  of  vice,  crime  and  disobe- 
dience. Our  prison  houses  are  filled  with  the  illiterate 
people.  Those  who  never  had  the  advantage  of  a 
mental  and  moral  education  turnish  the  recruits  which  go 
to  replenish  our  jails  and  penitentiaries.  Parents  who 
neglect  the  education  of  their  children  imperil  their  souls 
and  throw  insurm  Duntable  barriers  in  the  way  of  religion 
and  bible  training.  It  is  astounding  tu  see  how  little 
we  do  pay  to  home  missions,  foreign  missions  and  the 
support  of  God's  cause  generally.  We  would  have  done 
far  better  if  we  had  been  educated  and  trained  to  know 
our  duty  to  God  and  our  fellow-men.  Our  first 
and  best  service  belongs  to  God  and  our  next,  best  to 
our 'fellow-men.  We  can  only  sho,v  oar  faith  by  our 
works;  this  binds  us  together  to  work  for  the  advance- 
ment of  Christ' s  Kingdom,  using  our  money  and  means 
to  that  end  will  result  in  the  education  and  training  of 
the  coming  generation  to  a  knowledge  of  their  duty  to 
God  and  to  each  other.  Without  this  education  and 
training  they  will  grow  up  to  be  hewers  of  wood  and 
drawers  of  water 

The  money  all  belongs  to  God;  if  rightly  used  by 
us,  it  will  educate  our  children  and  carry  the  gospel  from 
pole  to  pole,  it  will  enable  us  to  glorify  His  name  in 
chrictiauizing  and  carrying  the  world  for  Christ.  If 
wrongly  used  it  will  prove  a  curse  to  us;  it  will  be  the 
means  in  Satan's  hands  for  our  destruction,  both  ot  soul 
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and  body.  Men  should  live  for  the  performance  of  duty 
rather  than  for  the  purpose  of  fighting  tor  rights;  duty  is 
grounded  in  God. 

Why  is  it  that  with  all  the  revolutions  of  history,  the 
actual  condition  of  the  working  classes  has  improved  so 
little?  It  is  because  he  has  been  fighting  tor  himself  in- 
stead of  living  under  the  sense  of  duty  and  being 
anxious  for  the  rights  and  well-being  of  others. 

The  object  of  life  is  not  to  be  more  or  less  happy, 
but  to  make  ourselves  and  others  better.  All  theories  of 
social  improvement  based  on  rights  or  force  fail;  only 
those  based  on  the  sense  of  mission  and  duty  succeed 
and  last.  When  Christ  came  and  changed  the  face  of 
the  world  he  did  not  speak  of  rights  to  the  rich  who  had 
no  need  to  conquer  them,  nor  to  the  poor  who  would 
perhaps  have  abused  them  in  imitation  of  the  rich.  He 
did  not  speak  6i  utility  or  self  interest  to  a  people  whom 
utility  and  self  interest  had  corrupted.  He  spoke  of 
duty,  He  spoke  of  love,  of  sacrifice  and  of  faith;  He  said 
that  they  only  should  be  first  among  all  who  had  done 
good  to  all  by  their  work,  and  these  thoughts  breathed 
into  the  ear  of  society  which  had  no  spark  of  life  reani- 
mated it,  conquered  the  millions,  conquered  the  world, 
and  caused  the  education  of  the  human  race  to  progress 
a  degree.  The  law  of  service  illustrated  by  Christ  which 
is  the  touch  stone  of  all  human  endeavor  and  the  ground 
plan  of  the  universe  for  self-denial,  self-direction  and 
self  development. 

These  grand  principles  that  Jesus  taught  and  lived 
should  be  the  great  incentive  to  rise  higher  in  the  scale 
of  education,  both  spiritual  and  temporal;  to  have  more 
zeal  for  the  salvation  of  the  unsaved  and  to  make  us 
willing  to  spend  and  be  spent  in  making  the  world  bet- 
ter, in  working  out  our  salvation  with  fear  and  trembling. 

There  is  a  work  to  'be  done  for  the  betterment  of 
mankind,  and  blessed  are  they  who  are   working  for  the 
salvation  of  sinners,  and  in  educating  the  rising  genera 
tion  to  know  the  will  of  God  and  keep  His  command- 
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merits  for  this  is  the  whole  duty  of  man.

We,  the  committee,   submit  the  following  o;i  Home 
Missions:        Some  one  has  correctly  said:    "The  whole 
duty  of  the  whole  church  is  to  preach   the  whole  gospel 
to  the  whole  wo  Id."     Jesus  Christ,  the  first  great  mission- 
ary, taught  us  oi  but  one  field  of  work.  Just  before  He  went 
back  to  the  father  He  stood  on  the  rounded  top  of  Olivet 
and  commanded  his  followers  to  go  into  this  field— the 
world.    For  convenience  sake  we  have  divided   the  field 
into  separate  departments  -  City,  State,    Home  and  For- 
eign Missions.       This  particular  report  has  to  do  with  the 
department  known  as  the  Home   Mission   Board  ot  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  with  headquarters  at  At- 
lanta.     The  field  of  operation   for  the  Home  Mission 
Board  is  all  of  the  South,    Cuba,  Panama,    Isles  of  the 
Pines,  and  other  places  beyond  the   Mississippi.  The 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  at   the  last  session,  held  in 
Louisvil'e,  considering  the  fact  that  the  Southern  Bap- 
tists occupied  a  portion  of  the  United   States  and  com- 
prised a  membership  much  larger  in  proportion   than  the 
work  undertaken  by  the  Home  Board,  decided  to  extend 
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the  field  of  operations  this  year.  So  that  while  trying 
to  strengthen  the  stakes,  they  are  lengthening  the  cords. 
A  vie  v  of  last  year's  work  should  bring  us  great  encour- 
agement and  cause  us  to  be  very  thankful  to  Him  who 
judges  in  all  work.  Dunng  last  year  this  Board  super- 
vised the  erection  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight  new 
churches,  organized  959  new  Sunday  schools,  constituted 
316  new  churches,  and  received  by  baptism  24,628  mem- 
bers and  by  letter  22,669,  making  a  total  increase  of 
47,297  members  in  this  held  in  a  year.  Moreover,  the 
churches  of  Western  North  Carolina  should  remember 
th  it  the  Home  Board  is  strengthening  eight  denomina- 
tional schools  in  our  mountain  section.  Last  year  these 
schools  had  within  their  walls  1,405  students,  30  minis- 
terial students  and  report  110  converts  among  the  stu- 
dents during  the  year.  The  total  contribution  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  this  Board  last  year  was  $302,864.74. 
There  is  not  time  nor  space  here  for  even  a  mention  of 
the  great  complex  problems  which  now  press  the  Home 
Board  for  attention.  The  negroes  here  among  us,  the 
great  Southwest,  the  situation  at  Panama,  the  increasing 
number  of  foreigners  coming  to  the  south,  our  rapidly 
growing  towns  and  cities;  all  of  these  are  problems  which 
may  seem  discouraging.  Certainly  they  are  sufficient 
to  tax  the  heart  and  try  the  strength  of  great  Southern 
Baptist  people.  But  let  us  not  view  these  situations 
as  problems  only.  1  hey  are  opportunities  which  chal- 
lenge our  faith  and  appeal  to  our  Christian  courage. 
Let  us  accept  these  opportunities  as  challenges  and  re- 
member that  He  who  said  "Go"  also  said  "All  power  is 
given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth."  May  we  remain 
with  the  Master  on  that  mountain  of  love  until  we  get 
His  last  lingering  words,  and  then,  connected  with  the 
source  of  power,  and  under  His  direction  may  we  "go"  - 
go  back  in  the  valley,  go  to  the  nearest  man  and  the 
most  distant  man,  go  into  His  vineyard  to  labor  while  it

Board, 

The  next  item  of  business  was  the  election  of  officers  - 
for  the  year,  when  T.  C  Bryson  was  elected  Moderator, 
W-  L,  Henson  Clerk  and  R.  N    Deitz  Treasurer. 

Rev.  M.  L.  Kesler,  of  the  Thomasville  Orphanage,  be 
ing  unable  to  remain  but  a  short  time,  was  now  recognized 
by  the  Moderator  and   made  a  brief  but  interesting  talk 
on  the  work  being  done  at  this  noble  institution. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Orphanage  was  read 
by  Bro  A.  C.  Bryson  and  adopted  as  amended  on  motion 
of  Bro.  F.  A.  Luck.    The  report  as  adopted  follows; 
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.  Orphanage 

The  Baptist  Orphanage,  located  at  Thomasville,  was 
opened  and  the  first  child  admitted  on  the  eleventh  day 
of  November,  1885.  The  last  one  enrolled  this,  the  tvven- 
ty-fifth  year,  makes  the  total  enrolled  1192.  There  are 
present  now  390  children.  The  expense  ot  mainta  ning 
the  home  averages  about  one  hundred  dollars  per  day.  It 
costs  about  eighty  dollars  per  year  to  support  one  child, 
without  counting  the  cost  of  building  and  repairing.  One 
hundred  needy  applicants,  with  new  applications  almost 
every  day.  Children  are  received  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  twelve  years  and  dismissed  according  to  prepara- 
tion, rather  than  age.  The  school  work  is  on  the  graded 
system  and  embraces  nine  grades.  There  are  twenty-six 
women  and  seven  men  who  devote  all  their  time  to  the 
work  of  the  institution,  More  than  half  of  the  children 
come  from  the  western  end  of  the  State.  There  were  re- 
ceived into  the  church  something  over  fifty  children  dur- 
ing the  last  year. 

The  institution  has  been  and  is  still  doing  one  of  the 
noblest  and  grandest  works  that  is  being  done  in  the 
State  of  North  Carolina.  A  work  that  glorifies  God  and 
brings  sou's  into  His  Kingdom. 

We  recommend  that  this  Association  increase  her  sup- 
port through  her  churches  to  the  Orphanage,  and  youf 
committee  further  recommends  that  the  collection  ot 
every  Sunday  School  in  this  Association,  for  one  Sunday 
in  each  month,  be  appropriated  to  our  Orphanage  at 
Thomasville.

Moore.  It  should  be  in  every  home,  whenever  possible 
Of  no  less  degree  of  excellence  in  its  peculiar  field  is 
Charity  and  Children,  edited  by  Archibald  Johnson.  Its 
list  of  subscribers  should  be  largely  increased,  not  only  on 
account  of  its  high  character  as  a  relig'ous  newspaper, 
but  also  because  every  dollar  of  its  receipts  is  used  in  the 
maintenance  of  that  institution  which  lies  so  close  to  the 
heart  of  every  Baptist — our  Orphanage  at  Thomasville.

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The  report  on  Foreign  Missions  was  read  by  Rev  E. 
N.  Thorn  and  discussed  by  Rev.  G.  N  Cowan.  The  re- 
port as  adopted  follows: 

Genuine  missionary  Baptists  need  no  argument  for  for- 
eign missions — they  are  convinced  already.  But  to  any 
who  require  proof  we  submit  the  following  contrast  be- 
tween the  missionary  and  anti-missionary  Baptists  in 
North  Carolina:  In  1835  there  were  about  35,000  white 
Baptists  in  the  state.  In  that  year  they  divided  on  the 
question  of  missions.  About  7,000  were  missionary, 
while  28,000  were  anti  missionary,  or  Primitive.  The 
28,000  Primitives  retained  control  of  practically  all  the 
church  property,  while  the  progressives  were  left  without 
church  houses-  Today,  there  are  215,000  white  Mission- 
ary Baptists  in  the  state  and  155  000  colored,  with  only 
8,000  Primitives,  whose  church  property  is  practically 
worthless.  This  argument  for  missions  is  simply  unan- 
swerable. 

The  greatest  movement  on  earth  today  is  the  Kingdom 
of  God  operating  through  the  medium  of  its  christian 
church;  and  the  greatest  movement  in  the  Kingdom  is 
the  Foreign  Mission  movement,  which  has  for  its  im- 
mediate object  the  evangelization  of  the  world  in  this 
geneiation  and  for  its  ultimate  purpose  the  realization  of 
the  Lordship  of  Christ  in  His  world.  The  spirit  of  Christ 
is  the  spirit  of  missions  and  we  have  no  right  to  claim  to 
be  Christ's  un'ess  we  have  the  spirit  of  Christ.  His  was 
a  receiving,  a  giving,  a  going  and  a  conquering  spirit. 

This  is  Christianity's  supreme  opportunity  in  the  matter 
ot  foreign  missions.  Never  before  in  the  splendid  histoiv 
of  our  glorious  religion  were  there  so  man.y  open  doors 
Paul;  in  writing  to  the  Corinthians  said  "For  a  great  door 
and  effectual  is  opened  unto  me.  and  there  are  many 
adversaries."  What  God  did  for  Paul  ages  ago  he  has 
done  for  us  in  a  marvelous  way.  In  Argentina,  Brazil, 
Italy,  Mexico,  Africa,  Japan  and  China,  where  supersti- 
tion and  iniquity  and  darkness  and  sin   have  long  held 


sway,  God  is  graciously  blessing  the  labor  of  his  servants. 
In  the  great  nations  of  China,  India,  Japan,  Korea,  in  fact, 
in  the  whole  continent  of  Asia,  with  that  of  Africa  and 
South  America,  the  doors  are  thrown  open  to  us  today. 
The  world  is  in  a  state  of  transition,  restlessness  and  soul- 
hunger.  Changes  are  going  on  rapidly  Marvelous  have 
been  the  changes  in  China  in  the  last  ten  years.  Here 
are  420,000.000  lost  people  anxiously,  hungrily,  passion- 
ately waiting  and  crying,  yet  ''with  no  language  but  a 
cry."  The  same  is  true  of  Japan  and  India  and  the 
many  other  heathen  and  Pagan  fields.  The  great  revival 
in  Korea,  one  of  the  most  glorious  in  christian  history, 
has  stirrkd  the  hearts  of  God's  people  everywhere.  What 
is  the  paramount  duty  of  the  churches  of  God  at  such  a 
time  as  this?  There  can  be  but  one  answer:  They  should 
seize  the  God-given  opportunity,  first  surrender  them- 
selves and  then  their  money  and  thus  see  to  it  that  these 
dying  millions  of  earth's  children  shall  have  the  Gospel, 
which  alone  can  save  them  from  their  deplorable  condi- 
tion, preached  to  them  in  its  Protestant  purity. 

The  needs  in  our  mission  fields  are  great  and  numerous 
We  need  men  and  women  for  important  places  We  need 
better  equipment  for  the  workers  We  need  to  provide 
chapels  and  church  houses.  W7e  need  funds  to  more 
thoroughly  equip  our  printing  plants,  hospitals  and 
schools.  And  we  need  larger  contributions  to  meet  the 
increased  demands  caused  by  the  appointment  of  30  new 
missionaries  by  the  Board,  in  obedienee  to  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  recent  Baltimore  convention.  What  shall  we 
do  about  it?    What  will  we  do  about  it? 

Today,  as  when  Paul  wrote,  4 'there  are  many  adver- 
saries." There  are  not  only  adversaries  abroad, 
but  in  the  homeland  and  that  too,  in  hearts  and  homes 
and  customs  of  men  and  women  who  are  professed  fol- 
lowers of  Him,  who  in  His  last  utterance  on  earth,  said 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature  "    Avarice,  pride,  pleasure,  selfishness  and  sin — 
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all  of  these  must  be  overcome.  And  with  God  as  our 
Father,  Christ  as  our  Saviour  and  the  Holy  Spirit  as  our 
Guide  and  Comforter,  we  can  and  we  must  overcome 
them,  and  thus  shall  we  ultimately  bring  the  world  into 
worshipful  obedience  to  the  Christ  we  all  love  and  the 
God  we  all  adore.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  State  Missions  was 
submitted  by  its  chairman,  Rev.  J.  A.  Gibbs,  who  spoke 
to  the  report.  The  report  was  further  discussed  by  Rev. 
Livingston  Johnson  and  adopted  as  follows: 

Your  committee  on  State  Missions  submit  the  follow- 
ing: The  field  of  operation  for  the  State  Board  is  all  of 
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the  state  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  purpose  is  to  plant  a 
Baptist  church  in  every  neighborhood  in  the  state.  The 
work  of  the  Board  and  our  faithful  evangelists  has  shown 
unmistakable  progress  through  out  the  state.  The  work 
of  our  State  Missions  must  ever  bd  prosecuted  by  us  with 
oar  noblest  wisdom  and  faith  unbounded,  liberality  and 
enthusiasm.  That  we  may  do  this,  let  us  be  deeply  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of  our  state  in  tiie  economy 
of  tne  Kingdom.  It  is  an  old  state,  with  conservative 
and  well-founded  institutions.  It  is  a  state  largely  pos- 
sessed by  Baptists  and  thoroughly  leavened  vith  Baptist 
ideas  and  ideals.  We  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  in- 
dustrial development  in  our  state,  the  work  of  building 
factories  and  the  marvelous  inventions  and  various  im 
provements,  with  the  increasing  population,  proves  to  us 
that  where  we  have  been  spending  hundreds  of  dollars 
we  must  soon  be  spending  thousands  and  instead  of  the 
few  workers,  there  must  be  scores,  if  we  expect  to  keep 
pace  with  the  march  of  progress  in  this  fast  age.  God  has 
blessed  us  with  abundant  harvests,  we  are  living  in  the 
midst  of  plenty.  Wages  never  were  better,  prices  never 
were  better  for  the  farmer  Our  country  is  growing  rich 
and  what  excuse  can  we  give  for  withholding  our  means 
in  the  spread  o!  the  Gospel  throughout  our  land  and 
country?  There  is  great  need  for  mOre  money,  and  .it  is 
recommende  I  that  more  general,  more  liberal  and  more 
systematic  giving  be  urged  amongst  all  our  churches. 
More  Scriptural  giving  should  have  a  place  in  all  our  de- 
liberations. Wlule  some  of  our  churches  give  liberally, 
there  are  some  that  do  not  give  anything  and  we  think  it 
possible  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  the  churches  and  it 
can  be  known  which  churches  give  and  those  which  do 
not.  And.  we  think  it  possible  to  adopt  plans  to  reach 
all  the  churches  and  thereby  win  them  over  to  cooperate 
with  us  in  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  and  the  Lord's  work. 
Our  giving  is  not  yet  approximating  nor  even  approach- 
ing, our  ability  and  obligation.  But  the  growth  of 
missionary  work  is  on  the  rise.  The  opposition  of  honest 
doubt  seems  to  be  giving  way  before  the  splendid  results, 
and  that  of  ignorance  and  predjudice  is  giving  way  to 
the  crusade  of  enlightenment. 

We  wish  to  commend  our  faithful   evangelists   in  their 
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faithful  and  untiring  work  throughout  the  state.  The 
truth  is,  we  must  increase  our  girts  year  by  year  This 
would  not  be  necessary  if  the  people  were  educated  up  to 
a  standard  We  must  first  know  our  duty  to  perform  it. 
There  is  a  considerable  per  cent  of  our  people  who  do  not 
read  even  our  church  papeis.  They  do  not  see  nor 
understand  the  great  need  of  their  help  and 
it  is  the  duty  of  pastors  to  urge  their  church  members 
to  take  and  read  our  ehurch  literature  throughout  the 
state,  that  they  may  know  what  the  church  has  accom- 
plished and  what  it  aims  to  accomplish  in  the  near  future 
in  this  great  work  of  evangelizing  arid  carrying  the  state 
for  Christ  There  are  more  than  212.000  Baptists,  in 
North  Carolina,  increasing  at  the  rale  of  1,384  per  year, 
the  average  for  the  last  ten  years,  and  completing  17 
houses  of  worship  per  year,  on  the  average  for  the  last 
ten  years.  We  have  148  missionaries  on  the  field,  who 
baptized  more  than  2,000 _con verts  the  past  year.  Our 
contributions  for  state  missions  only  about  18  cents  per 
capita.  But  let  us  take  fresh  courage  when  we  reanze 
that  there  are  yet  more  than  1  146,000  unconverted  in  our 
state  to  be  saved.  Therefore,  let  us  increase  our  contri- 
butions to  this  end.  The  Baptist  Oiphanage  at  Thomas- 
ville  has  388  fatherless  and  motherless  children,  who  are 
being  properly  cared  for  at  an  av  erage  cost  of  \6.5.5  pet- 
capita  per  month.  It  is  in  obedience  to  God's  commands 
to  care  for  the  fatherless  and  the  widow  We  know  of  no 
service  that  we  can  render  to  our  Heavenly  Master  that 
will  be  more  acceptable  and  pleas' ng  to  Him,  than  feed- 
ing clothing  educating  and  training  of  these  dear  little 
helpless  ones.  Can  we  afford  to  stand  back  and  with- 
hold oui  means  in  this  glorious  work?  Jesus  said  "Suffer 
little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not, 
for  ot  such  is  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven."

3rd,  That  we  set  apart  one  Sunday  in  1911  for  the 
holding  of  a  Sunday  School  Convention,  to  be  directed 
by  our  Union  Meeting-. 

4th,  That  we  co-operate  with  our  State  Sunday  School 
Convention  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Sunday  School 
cause  throughout  the  whole  state. 

5th,  That  we  ask  every  church  member  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Association  to  join  the  Sunday  School  of 
his  own  church,  or  the  one  most  accessible  to  him,  that 
we  may  make  greater  strides  this  year 

6th,  That  we  try  to  double  our  membership  during 
the  next  twelve  months.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Temperance  was  read 
and  very  ably  discussed  by  Rev.  T.  F.  Deitz  The  report 
as  adopted  follows: 

Temperance  should  commend  its  self  to  the  considera- 
tion of  every^ individual  and  should  be  the  lite  principle 
of  every  one-  By  so  living  we  may  save  ourselves  from 
the  many  just  criticisms  and  save  our  bodies  from  the 
many  weaknesses  and  ills  which  intemperance  produces 

When  we  speak  or  temperance  we  mean  the  abstinence 
from  things  too  numerous  to  discuss  in  a  short  re- 
port But  the  unreasonable  and  unrighteous  use  of  the 
tongue,  that  untamable  member  of  the  body.  The  seem- 
ing insatiable  desire  tor  the  fads  and   fashions  of  dress, 
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with  which  so  many  seem  to  be  infatuated.  And  to  say 
the  least,  the  latter  seems  to  manifest  itself  to  the  great- 
est ex  lent  among  the  fair  sex."  So  extensive  is  the  head- 
gear in  these  latter  days  that  people  in  the  rear  of  an  au- 
dience can't  see  what  is  going  on  in  front. 

We  arc  admonished  by  the  inspired  apostle  to  be  tem- 
perate in  all  things  and  we  take  it  that  all  unnecessary 
things  are  included. 

Last,  but  not  least,  we  mention  the  intemperate  use  of 
tobacco  in  its  most  hurtful  forms -such  as  snuff  and  cig- 
arettes     Also  near  beer  and  the  long  line  of  intoxicants. 

Much  labor,  time,  talent  and  money  has  been  expended 
throughout  the  state  to  establish  prohibition,  which,  if 
carried  out  and  extended,  means  the  redemption  from 
want  aivd  degradation  of  many  of  the  sens  arc!  daughters 
of  A  (tern's  race,  nowli\ingand  unlo;n.  Let  the  good  citi- 
zens h  p  see  to  it  that  the  laws  are  enforced  and  let  the 
voters  see  to  it  that  no  whiskey  men  go  into  the  Legisla- 
tive Halls.  Beware  of  such  candidates  for  office;  for  if 
they  ever  get  hold  of  the  law-making  powrer  of  the  state, 
away  go  the  prohib'tion  laws  ot  Noith  Carolina

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Education  was  read 
and  very  ably  discussed  by  Rev.  V/.  T.  Hurst,  who  was 
followed  by  Rev.  A  E.  Brown  in  a  masterly  address  on 
the  subject  of  Christian  Education,  followed  by  Rev. 
E.  N.  Thorn.  The  following  is  the  full  text  of  the  re- 
port : 

There  are  many,  many  questions  in  connection  with 
on"  scheme  of  education  which  one  might  consider.  We 
believe  in  education  because  it  is  the  means  of  elevating 
the  human  race,  making  men  and  women  abler  to  go  and 
nobler  to  aspire.  Upon  this  all  other  objects  to  a  greater 
orless  extent  draw  for  supplies  The  improvement  of  the 
human  mind  by  means  of  mental  exercise  and  contact 
with  strong  arid  mature  minds  is  no  experiment-  That 
this  exercise  of  the  mind  should  be  brought  about  in  close 
connection  with  Jesus  Christ,  the  one  foundation  of  right 
character,  stands  to  reason;  since  to  improve  the  mind 
without  improving  the  character  is  not  only  vain,  but 
dangerous. 
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As  a  denomination  we  believe  in  christian  education. 
This  is  an  indefinite  expression,  but  it  becomes  more  defi- 
nite as  we  put  the  emphasis  upon  the  word  christian.  Nev- 
er was  there  a  time  when  christian  education  was  so  much 
needed  as  now  Its  mighty  power  is  now  being  felt  in  all 
of  the  callings  of  life.  Let  us  answe-r  to  the  calling  of 
'  hese  young  men  and  women  who  are  ready  to  give  their 
lives  to  the  service  of  Christ.  Can  we  contribute  to  any 
object  that  will  mean  more  to  us  as  a  denomination,  that 
will  give  us  a  happier  experience,  than  helping  young 
men  and  women  to  prepare  themselves  for  God's  service? 

We  are  to  be  congratulated  that  our  churches  in  North 
Carolina  have  produced  two  great  christian  institutions  of 
higher  education — Wake  Forest  and  Meredith  Colleges. 
These  institutions  are  first  in  their  class  in  the  state,  but 
let  us  not  forget  our  own  school,  Sylva  Collegiate  Insti- 
tute, located  at  Sylva,  N.  C,  therefore  it  is  our  duty  to 
patronize  and  support  our  institution.  Has  not  the  time 
arrived  when  collections  should  be  taken  in  our  churches 
regularly  for  this  institution,  in  order  that  we  may  have 
the  best  high  school  in  this  section  of  North  Carolina?

The  report  on  Home  Missions  was  read  and  most  ably 
<  iscussed  by  Rev.  A.  E.  Brown,  after  illustrating  -the 
mission  work  by  his  Denominational  Chart.  Rev.  G.  N. 
Cowan  followed  Bro.  Brown  in  a  short,  but  fitting  ad- 
dress.   The  following  is  the  report  as  adopted: 
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HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Home  Board  supported  wholly  or  in  part  1047 
missionaries  last  year.  There  were  added  to  the  churches 
where  they  labored  52910  persons;  of  this  number  27426 
were  added  by  baptism.  No  mission  board  that  operates 
in  America  has  ever  made  a  report  showing  such  remark- 
able results  as  these.  So  lar  as  we  can  discover,  no  board 
has  ever  reported  results  hall  so  large. 
The  work  of  the  board  is  divided  into  ten  departments: 
1 — Missions  west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  In  the  five 
states  west  of  the  Mississippi  river  we  have  an  opportun- 
ity such  as  no  denomination  ever  possessed.  If  Southern 
Baptists  neeiect  it  they  will  never  have  again  an  oppor- 
tunity so  inviting  and  of  such  magnitude.  No  section  of 
America  is  growing  in  population  and  wealth  as  this. 
There  was  in  this  territory  in  1890  a  population  of  7,400- 
000;  it  is  now  not  less  than  13,000,000.  The  time  to 
evangelize  a  country  is  in  its  settling.  The  rapidity  with 
which  this  part  of  our  territory  is  being  populated  de- 
mands constant  enlargement  of  our  forces. 

2.  Missions  East  of  the  Mississippi  River.  While  the 
largest  division  ol  our  work  and  the  most  needy  field  is 
west  of  the  Mississippi,  yet  the  country  between  the 
Mississippi  and  the  Atlantic  is  by  no  means  without  its 
mission  problem.  Indeed  vve  might  say  that  a  majority 
of  our  problems  are  in  this  section. 

About  four-fifths  of  the  negroes  of  the  South  live  east 
of  the  Mississippi  river.  The  mill  problem,  which  is  great 
and  threatening  in  its  complications,  is  confined  largely 
to  this  territory.  The  city  problem  at  this  time  is  largely 
this  side  of  the  river. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  three  fourths  of  our  seacoast  is 
east  of  the  Mississippi  river,  the  question  of  the  foreign 
population  entering  our  seacoast  towns  must  be  met  and 
solved  here. 

3.  Mountain  School  Department.  In  this  department 
of  the  Home  Board's  work  this  Association  is  directly, 
interested  since  one  of  its  schools  is  in  this  county. 

We  have  now  in  this  system  of  schools  twenty-six 
Academies  in  which  are  taught  annually  over  5,000  boys 
and  girls. 

No  department  of  our  work  is  attracting  more  attention 
and  has  greater  possibilities  than  this. 
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4  Church  building  and  Loan  Work.  There  arc  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  not  less  than  4,500  church- 
es without  houses  of  worship.  The* rapid  growth  in  pop- 
ulation is  increasing  tire  number  of  such  churches  faster 
than  we  are  able  to  meet  their  necssities  with  the  present 
income  of  the  Hoard.  We  have  launched  a  movement  to 
raise  a  -.building  TunxJ  of  $500,0(0  and  if  our  people  re- 
spond as  they  should  with  gifts  to  it  we  will  be  iirfar  better 
shape  to  meet  the  demands  upon  us  in  this  line  of  work. 

Department  of  Publicity.  Realizing  the  necessity  of 
getting  our  needs  before  our  people,  the  Board  has  em- 
ployed an  Editorial  Secretary  who  gives  his  whole  time 
to  work  on  Our  Home  Fieki,  preparation  of  tracts  and 
w/iting  for  the  state  papers. 

The  wisdom  of  this  has  been  demonstrated  already  in 
the  increased  contributions  to  the  work.  This  Associa- 
tion should  adopt  some  plan  by  which  a  few  copies  of 
the  Home  Field  be  taken  by  every  one  of  its  churches. 

6.  Cities  and  Foreigners.  The  country  is  being  drain- 
ed to  make  up  our  town's  and  cities.  This,  with  the  ten- 
dency of  the  foreigners  now  coming  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  a  million  a  year,  to  settle  in  the  cities,  is  creating 
new  and  grave  problems  for  southern  christians. 

7.  Evangelism  With  our  own  force  ol  evangelists 
we  are  solving  some  problems  which  could  not  otherwise 
be  solved  and  are  turning  the  tide  of  illogical  liberalism 
which  is  promoted  by  the  professional  evangelist  with  his 
union  meetings. 

8.  Cuba.  Our  work  in  Cuba  continues  to  grow  in 
power  and  influence.  We  have  made  great  progress  m 
education  and  e  van,  gel  ism. 

9.  Panama.  Our  work  in  the  canal  zone  has,  in  spite 
of  opposition,  gone  forward.  Our  membership  has  in- 
creased 31  per  cent  and  the  average  contribution  per 
member  was  $7  16. 

We  have  here  an  opportunity  to  preach  to  almost  every 
nation  under  the  sun  and  if  we  can  win  them  to  Christ, 
when  they  return  to  their  homes  after  the  completion  of 
the  canal,  they  will  become  bearers  of  the  news  of  salva- 
tion to  almost  every  land.  What  we  do  for  them  must  be 
done  quickly. 

10.  Work  Among  the-  Negroes.  In  this  'department 
we  are  cooperating  with  the  National  Baptist  Convention 
in  efforts  to  give  the  negroes  a  higher  conception  of  life. 
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CONCLUSION. 

This  great  year's  work,  accomplished  through  the  bless- 
ings of  God,  bids  us  rejoice,  but  there  is  this  note  of 
sadness:  only  one-half  of  our  churches  were  enlisted.  If 
any  of  the  non  contributing  churches  are  in  this  Associa- 
tion we  beg  you  to  come  up  to  the  help  of  the  Lord 
against  the  mighty  problems  confronting  us  and  chal- 
lenging Christianity  to  solve.
